There. is now only left 
for the Univerſity of Oxford to do by one of her Re-, 
preſentatives, in the Way of Parliamentary Relief, and 
by Parliamentary Compulſion, what ſhe has refuſed to 
do willingly of herſelf, agreeably to Nights d n, 
Scripture and Humanity. 

The Univerſity of Cambridge, little as an honeſt 
Mind may think the hath done in the Way of Relief, yet

tion, but previous to the conferring any Degree, ſhe re- 
wes an unlimited Compliance with the ſame Condi- 
tions as the Univerſity of Oxford; notwithſtanding the 
Univerſity of Dublin (whoſe Statutes in moſt Caſes re- 
ſemble thoſe of Cambridge, and whoſe: Degrees are al- 
lowed by both of our Univerſities) requires no Sub- 
ſcription whatever; the Oaths of Allegiance and Su- 
premacy, are thought, and I may add, are found ſuffi- 
cient to anſwer every good Purpoſe.” Similar to this, as 
I am very credibly informed, is the Cuſtom at Lam- 
| beth, where no Subſcription is required, either for the 
Degree of Doctor in Divinity, or for a Diſpenſation. 
| The Exemption of the Biſhops from ſuch an Impofition, 
is even more to my point; for it ſhould ſeem, they 
ſhould give a Security proportioned to their Truſt. 
Experience will not therefore prove the Utility, much 
more the Neceſſity of Subſcriptions, which in fo many 
Inſtances have been ſo long diſpenſed with. If the Rea-

it. A Power acknowledged and uncontroverted by all 


but themſelves.—As a Proof that the young Gentlemen 
affected by this Refuſal of a public Vote, were not in- 
different, or inattentive to their own particular Caſe; a 
numerous Body of them. preſented a Petition on the 
31ſt of the ſame Month to Dr. Brown, the then Vice- 
Chancellor, but even this Step proved ineffectual. Nor 


did the Reverend Heads of the Univerſity even venture 


the propoſed Grace to. the Vote of the Senate, till af- 
ter the Clergy's Petition was brought into the Houſe of 

Commons ; when, in Conſequence of the general Voice 
in Favor of Relief to Academics, the paternal Care of 
the Duke of Grafton directed him to recommend to 
the Univerſity to do ſomething of themſelves. How 
forcibly their Chancellor's Letter acted upon their Judg- 
ment, their ſubſequent Conceſſions, according to their 
own Account, will amply prove.—The Caput began to 
ſee Reaſon and Juſtice in letting the propoſed Graces 
paſs their arbitrary Tribunal, and provided that a ſome- 
thing was placed in the Room of the old Subſcription, 
would even lend a helping hand. A Syndicate was ap- 
pointed to examine into the Nature and Extent of their 
Power, and that no Formalities might be wanting to 
give an Air of Seriouſneſs to the Delivery of this Moun- 


tain, ſhould it bring forth a Mouſe, the Opinions of 


Counſel learned in the Law, were taken. And the Re- 
ſult was, what any Man of common Senſe and common 
Honeſty might have expected. The Power was declared 
to be clearly lodged in the Senate, and by ſome of them 
recommended to. be exerciſed. After theſe Operations 
of the Univerſity, Mr. Tyrwhitt conceiving, poſſibly,

« three or four of the Graces being voted for, left the 


«Houſe, which is the Reaſon of our Numbers decreaſ- 


„ ing. The Biſhop of Carliſle ſtayed and voted for ſix 
« or ſeven of the Graces, and then went away; but was 
« with us in all. The Biſhop of Peterborough voted 
« for removing the Subſcriptions from all Degrees, not 
Members of the Senate. We have now nothing to 
« truſt to, but the Candor and Wiſdom of Parliament, 


« who it is to be hoped will do the Buſineſs efeFually, * 


“or not at all.” 

Here again was a Failure of Succeſs, but an Oppor- 
tunity was given of taking the Senſe of the ſenior Part 
of the Univerſity, and was the Forerunner of a pitiful 
Subſtitute in the Place of the old Form in the Caſe of 
Bachelors of Arts. This Subſtitute, which paſſed the Senate 
on the 23d of June, 1772, runs thus : 

« I do declare that I am, bond fide, a Member of the 
Church of England, as by Law eſtabliſhed.” 

Nor can this be conſidered, by a conſiſtent Proteſtant, 
as a ſatisfactory Relief, ſince it is liable to be conſtrued, 
and was certainly intended, by Dr. Powell and his Aſ- 
ſociates, to imply more than a mere Conformity to the 
Liturgy ;—otherwiſe, they might have taken the Parlia- 
mentary Form ſubſcribed by every Perſon upon Admit- 
tance to a Fellowſhip, viz. © I do declare that I do con- 
form to the Liturgy of the Church of England,” —or 


ſome ſuch Words. And to add Malignity to a jeſuitical 


Subterfuge, the Expreſſion bond fide, carries with it a 
pointed Excluſion of the Diſſenters. This impious and 
impolitic Subſtitute, ſhould ſeem therefore more loudly
